Important Circulars—Pools—Discontent 
Among Employes—Local Notes. 


It appears, says the Cincinnati Enquirer of 
Tuesday, that present differential rates aré 
a discrimination in favor of St. Louis against 
Chicago, notwithstanding St, Louis papers 
claim to the contrary. The differentials from 
St. Louis added tothe rate from Kansas City 
make considerable less rate’than ‘sam of 
locals, or the price of through tickets from 
Kansas City to differential points ‘via Chicago, 
and it will remain so until matters can be 
harmonized by a meeting of representa- 
tives of St. Louis and Cnicago lines 
will be called by jthe commission a8 s00n as 
practicable. It is not claimed by the advocates ;

BEE LINE ENGINEERS AND FIREMEN DISSATIS- 


FIED. 

A Cincinnati paper of Tuesday has the fol- 
lowing? 

‘‘Tnere is considerable dissatisfaction 
among the Bee Line freight engineers and fire- 
men at the end of the line in consequence of a 
redyction in wages afew days ago. fHereto- 
fore those running between Indianapolis and 
Union City have been paid for 200 miles of the 
round trip, although the distance is but 168 
miles. Engineers were thus enabled to make 
$7 for the round trip. By this change they are 
allowed 160 miles, and lose seventy cents each 
way, being able now to make 
oniy $5 60. Firemen are cut down thirty- 
seven cents each way. Engineers who for- 
merly made $140 in forty days‘ under this new 
arrangement can not earn more than $112. 
They object to tite change, and urge if they 
were to be cut down at all there is no reason ; 
whv they should be compelled to lose the eight 
miles, which they¢are properly entitled to. 
The engineers on the locais are paid the same 
as before. Within‘the vast few days several of 
the engineers and firemen who suffered a re- 
duction have laid off, and some are inclined to 
refuse to work any ionger. There is a proba- 
bility of the Bée Line losing some ofits best 
engineers.’’

The 
Congressional Committee bas been in informal 
session all day at Seventeenth and Benton 
streets, receiving reports from the elections 
and ready to hear complaints. 
There is considerable agitation this morning 
among the Democrats of the Ninth Congres- 
sional District over an alleged authoritative 
announcement that Col. James O. Broadhead 
had formally entered the list of candidates for 
the Democratic nomination to Congress. The 
announcement was repeated on every street 
corner with a great show of authority, but no- 
body seemed to know the source of it outside 
the Republican office.

ELECTRICITY. 


The Streets of New York Are Lighted 
With Ic. 


New York Speliacl to Cincinnati Enquirer. 


The Edison E ectric Light Company turned 
their iiiaminati g currents on forthe first 
time on Saturday in the buildirg of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co.,at Wall and Broad streets. 
This eveat signals the advent of the Edi<on 
tight in the first distric', which is bounded by 
Spruce and Wall and Nassau streets and the 
East River, and by Tuesday the whole dis- 
trict will be illuminated, itis promised. Tne 
Company has been working hard during the 
past year and a half preparing to substitute 
their light for gas. The powerful engine, 
which is situated in Pearl street, is not con- 
nec'ed with dynamo by belt, and consequent- 
ly there is no stipyving onthe pulley. Tne en- 
gine shaft is directly connected with the 
dinamo. 

The experiment yesterday was entirely sat- 
isfac' ory, 8» tbat after to-morrow any buila- 
ing within the boundaries specified, having 
fixtures and connection with the mains, can 
be supplied with the light. The Gas Uom- 
pany having the monopuly of that district is 
receiving dailv orders to cut off cunneciion 
and rem ve their meters. The gas consum- 
ers are als calling upon these cvurporations 
for their “*meéter dep sits,” some of which 
bave stood for aquarter of a century. The 
setiling up with the depositors will require a 
deal of money, and the Gas Companies nuw 
begin to understand that there is 
a turn in their tide of gas monopoly. It looks 
like adopting the electric light in earnest 
when one sees, a8 be may on Cceriain portions 
of Broadway or Fifth avenue, the old gas- 
lamp globes remvuved entire from the corners, 
and biack hoops bearing the street directions 
in gold letters substituted. ‘lhe change was 
au:‘horized by aresolution ef the B ad of 
Alderme:, approved January 18, 1882, and 
— first trial of the new sigas was made in 

ay. 

Within the last twoorthree weeks larga

Awaiting the Guillotine.

So sooh as the sentence of death is passed 
the criminal is pfaced’on double allowance. 
The ordinary prisoners have rations of meat 
and of wine only on Sundays and Thursdays; 
but the convict set apart for the guillotine 
bas roast beef every day and a ‘‘cinquieme’’ 
of wine both at breakfast and dinner. He 
may read, write and smuke as much as he 
likes. He has two warders constaatly in at- 
tendance upon him, and their orders are 
never to contradict him and not to abstain 
from entering into cheerful conversa‘ion With 
him. Tbe assassin Troppmann used to play 
cards with his jailers. Finally the condemned 
man bas an hour’s exercise every day in the 
‘*promenoir’’ attached to the pris.n infirma= 
ry. There are, it is true, a few drawbacks to 
his physical enjoyments. Directiy the sen- 
tence is passed he prisoner is made to don the 
“camisole de force’’—the strait-jacket; and 
that dismal garment—if he be not respited— | 
he never deffs until be makes his tcilet for 
the scaffold.

BROADWAY TO EGYPT. 

Horse dealers are, as a rule, considered all 
the world over as amcngst the keenest class 
of traders in existence, and it is therefore 
something of asurprise to notice that those 
of the guild in cur midst have so far appar- 
ently made no effort to establish the perma- 
nent trade for whicn the’ present state of 
affairsin Egypt cffers a good opportunity for 
commencement. We have plumed ourselves 
onthe fact that two British officers have spent 
a week here with the object of pressing mules 
into the English service, and have called up- 
on each other to sing praises of our mules, 
but it appears as ifthe purchase business was 
fortuitous, a happy accident of circum- 
stance for a recurrence of which no effort 
will bemade. We nave long been accustomed 
to tell each other and ihe outside world that

and borses, and we are inclined to suppose 
that such is an absolute fact, but if this 
is the case it must also remain true 
that we most lamentably foeget our oppor- 
tunities and that we are shamefuily neglect- 
ing the chance given to us by nature or lo- 
cality. A single shipment of, say, 500 mules 
is a satisfactory deal, no doubt, for-all those 
traders who have had a fingei in the pie, but 
much more than a passing sale, such as that 
of last week, should eventuate on the heels 
of that transaction. 

To understand how vast a trade may ‘be 
gained for Missouri in the future, it is neces- 
sary to look at the composition of the mounted 
portion of the Eugiish army if we wish to see 
how regular a customer it might be to us or 
to what length its demand upon us may be 
pushed. Out of the whole enormous force, 
which Great Britain has scattered over the 
globe, but two armies, those at home and in 
India, require horses. QOvccasionally, as dur- 
ing the Zuiu and Transvaal wars, the Colonies 
may require s regiment or two of horse, and 
a European conflict will most assuredly 
necessitate the shipping abroad of both 
cavairy andartillery, but as a matter of every 
day bistory, notasingie horse or mule is 
used by Great Britain in al! its Colonial pos- 
sessions, except a single troop of cavalry at 
Aden, andthe few draught avimals neces- 
gary to tote round rations to different bar- 
racks, or ammunition to the different batter- 
ies of a foreign fortress. 

England and India, on the contrary, always 
have a jarge force of mounted men, of guns, 
trains, etc., Which require a vast number of 
animals for either saddle or traction. The 
horse supply of British India has long pre- 
sented a serious problem to its remount au- 
thorities. It is easy to mount the native cayv- 
alry on native horses, as all men of the Indian 
races are light, and ample stock of hardy, 
wiry horses fit for them is at hand in every 
part of the Peninsula, but when it comes to 
those regiments of British cavalry that are 
passing through their tour of Indian service, 
and still more so those batteries of horse and 


vears of ger@iling foreign sources of supply 
have to be depended on. The teams of 
the artillery as well as the bulk of the 
dragoons are mounted on Australian horses , 
whilst neither the Cape Colony, Persia 
Arabia nor parts of Afghanistan are left un- 
ransacked in search of animals suitable for 
the requirements of Anglo-Indian service. 
The great bulk of the draught or carrying 
power of an Indian commissariat is performed 
through the medium of elephants, camels, 
buliocks, mules and men, and each Indian 
campaign or war waged from India asa_ base 
creates a demand for these whtch moro or 
less severely taxes its resources. Yet the supply 
has hitherto at least equaled the necessities, 
and it may be taken for granted that the train 
demand for animals necessary to the efficiency 
of that part of the British-Indian army which 
hails from India will be met by that country 
or such colonies as Australia and the Cape, 
already in this regard half tributary to it—or, 
in other words, the Anglo-Indlan contingent 
will be self-supplied. 

This will not be the case with the British 
army pure and simple. It is a common 
supposition that Great Britain is one of the 
best horse-supplied countries in the werd, 


| Whilst the truth is that there is no power on 
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field artillery tbat are also taking their dozen | 


earth so dependent om her neighbors for 
horses in the hours of her necessity. The 
histories of all her wars teach us that, if all 
foreign ports were closed to her, England 
could scarcely put her mounted proportion 
of a single division in the field. In case of her 
invasion her Government would obtain sup- 


‘ply by volunteered assistance or by impress- 


ment; but when she is the invading party 
England has to cast her eyes round in every 
direction to obtain a supply of the beasts 
necessary for the simplest military opera- 
tion. . 

We in the States can scarcely understand 
such a state of affairs. Nature has been 80 
bounteous to us that with animal as well as 
vegetable productions we have never come 
tothat point when we have found home 
supply unequal todemand. When, dur- 
ing our own great war, animals were 
necessary by the thousand, they were 
ever forthcoming, and as iong as 
Unele Sam was not too particular as to the 
number of cyphers on a cheque or bill of re- 
quisition, neither cavalry, artillery or com- 
missariat officers had to grumble. Farmers 
made hay, dealers waxed fat, and contractors 
built them fine castles in the wilderness. The 
proverbial Government mule was of home 
production, and the hybrid and the horse 
were raised to the profit of all Americans 
concerned. Coming to England and dismiss- 
ing the wars waged by her of old, we may 
well look back at her military horse history 
of the last quarter of a century. When the 
Crimean war broke out it found her as com- 
pletely unprepared with animals asit did in 
almost every other respect. The long peace 
which had lasted since Waterloo had so af- 
fected men’s minds that horses as well as 
men had been reduced to aminimum. Reg- 
iments of cavalry and batteries of artillery 
were little more than cadres, whilst the trains 
existed nowhere save in the minds of the 
Ministry. As is invariably the case, ‘the 
consequent expansion carried disaster 
along with creation. Young, raw, green 
horses were sent campaigning, death and dis- 
ease left scarcely a singie serviceable trooper 
at the picket line, and the mounted branches 
of the Crimean army practically ceased to ex- 
ist. To what didthe Pall Mall authorities 
turn for help but to the patient hybrid whom 
we treat with such contempt! Had the mule 
a biographer the bones of those of the species 
who patiently gave upthe ghost in honest work 
on the sea of mud which passed as a road be- 
tween Balaclava and Sebastapo! should be sug- 
gested by him asa monument forall time to 
the virtues of foreign mules bought for an 
English army. The employment of these 
creatures provoked much hostility. The cav- 
alryman objectea to their vulgarity, the artil- 
leryman to the profanation of his harness, 
but the mules worked their uncomplaining 
way and finally earned their reward of due 
appreciation, and since then no British war 
has been fought in which mules have not 
taken quite a prominent position. 

Our dealers ought to profit by this 
knowledge, and still more so when we con- 
sider the sources of mule supply hitherto 
looked to by Great Britain. Whenever, dur- 
ing the last twenty years, that power.has gone 
to war, she has sent officers all over the 
Mediterranean littoral to procure a supply of 
these animals, and great prices arelgiven, and 
animals not comparable with the mules we 
ordinarily raise are purchased. The common 
American mule weighs a third more than 
either the Spanish, Italian, Turkish, Syriac 
or North African produst, and whiist ours 
are quiet, almost natural workers, they of 
those countries are savage, noisy and entire. 
This last is an especial drawback, since a 
single erotic mule will keep a whole camp full 
of tired out soldiers awake all night, will pro- 
voke half a dozen false alarms and occasion- 
ally a veritable stampede. 

Our horse market is one which 
will doubtless be called upon. before 
the end of present Egyptian campaign, but to 
secure a lasting trade with the English Gov- 
ernment our farmers wi!l require to breed a 
somewhat stouter class of horse than they do 
at present. Our scrubs are good, but not suf- 
ficiently up to weight to tempta regular an- 
nualorder. In conclusion we should add 
that Broadway should see to it that it con- 
tracts direct. A sale of several bundred 
animals does service to the State, but its ad- 
vantage would be greatiy enhanced were the 
trade made between the English War Office 
and a Broadway dealer. A deal like the pres- 
ent is satisfactory only as a commencement, 
since, if in the future middlemen are again 
employed, St. Louis will profit no more than 
do Cincinnati, Louisville, or the other places 
over which the same or similar contracts have 
been or will be sown broadcast. 


INDEPENDENT TEACHERS. 

The Boston Herald is an independent paper 
and itought to have sound views in regard 
to the independence of all sorts of public 
teachers. But, strange to say,it applies a 
rule or standard of independence to the pul- 
pit which we dare say it would not approve 
as applied to the press. It says: 

There is notruly independent preacher fin « 
America. In our voluntary system the preach- 
er is controlled by the people who listen to 
him, and the preachers who seem most free to 
speak what they think are really the most 
limited in their freedom, and most likely to 
he knocked off their pedestals by an unpop- 
ular breeze. If we had an established church 
or @ religious system endowed by the State, 
the ministers could speak freely,as in England 
and scotland, without losing their bread and 
butter; but, under our present voluntary sys 
tem,a preacher’s liberty of opinion is measured 
by the size or number of the pews in his place 
of worship, or, rather, by the opinions of 
those who occupy them. 

The proposition thatthe ministers of the 
State religion in Eogland ana Scotland are 
more independent than the preachers who 
are sustained by voluntary congregations in 
this country is very questionable, to say the 
least. They .get their ‘‘livings’ by the fa- 
vor of kinsmen or others wh» control such 
positions in the church, and who are not al- 


ways the best qualified persons in the world 


for making such selections. Young men 
thus get into the ehurch without any very 
earnest religious. conviction or any speciai~ 
adaptation to or taste for the work. It is 
true that they are to a great extent inde- 
pendent of their parishioners, and much 
more freeto offend and alienate the latter 
than they would be if dependent on them for 
bread and meat. Butat the same time their 
preaching must accord with the views of 
their ecciesiastical superiors, and if they are 
ambitious to rise in the church they must 
court the fayor of those who control prefer- 
ments. How many of them, forno higher mo- 
tive than the emoluments of the established 
church, continue all their lives to perform 
a cold and heartless tip-service for a creed 
and system of religious ministration in which 
they have no faith, we shall not presume to 
guess. Butitis fair to presume that in a 
populous country like ours, where religion is 
free and voluntary, tbe religious teacher 1s 
as independent of sordid influences tending 
to make him hypocritical and faise to his own 
beliefs as the minister of a State religion can 
be; for if he has any special talent, qualifica- 
tion and zeal for his calling, he can find in 
this country congregations that will suppor, 
bim in teaching almost any shade of doc- 
trine from Atheism to Mormonism. 

If dependence on the State for support and 
on political influence for preferment means 
greater independence, sineerer speech and 
loftier motive for the religious teacher 
than dependence on intelligent public opin- 
ion and discriminating popular favor would 
permit, the same principle would appiy to 
secular teaching, and to have pure, sincere 
and independent instructors in secular mat- 
ters, We must haye a press supported by the 
State and conducted under the auspices of a 
State censorship, with fixed creeds and oc- 
casional trials, suspensions and depositions 
for heresy. In our humbie opinion the “vol- 
untary system’’ is beat for journalism, and 
best for religion also. It makes preachers 
and papers not more dependent on popular 
favor and not more deferential to public 
opinion than is wholesome in the aggregate. 
Pride of opinion is apt enough to assert itself 
in all men of sufficient force to make them- 
selves felt as teachers, and with free compe- 
tition preachers and papers soon learn, if 
they do not instinctively feel, that they are 
always strongest in the line of their own sin- 
cere convictions of right and truth. 


THE Globe-Democrat’s Arkansas Outrage 
Millis turning out a very poor and mouldy 
yrist this time.

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A Model-Bucket Shop—The Crops of the 
West—Notes. 


There was another upward move in grain 
this morning and strength was prominent in 
the markets. This, it is claimed, is the 
natural reaction that follows such a heavy de- 
cline as lately took place in-corn. The opin- 
{On is advanced that corn is really in as bad 
Shape as was wheat during the last three 
months of last year, and just as liable to be 
‘cornered.’’ This is not to be in this market, 
as there is no line ot shorts out here to amount 
to anything, the shorts having pretty well cov- 
ered their sales when prices were down around 
536 to 62c. But in Chicago the shortage in corn 
is said to be something tremendous. During 
the recent decline the outside world were 
FP uring selling orders in there. The local 
crowd were bearish and selling heavily. Some 
one must have been buying this corn,and while 


itis notknown positively thatthere was any 
cencert of action among the hexvy buyers of 
Chicago, yet it is supposed thatthey did take 
in & Vast amount at the low prices. There is 
no denying that the amount of old corn in the 
country is light, and it will pe several months 
before corn will bein shape to grade in that 
market. With the most favorable weather for 
corn, it will probably be the latter part of No- 
vember before new corn will grade No. 2 in 
Chicago and be ready to apply upon contracts. 
Hence it is claimed that, with the immense 
shortage there is in that market now, if 
this corn has mostly gone into such men’s 
hands as Armour and other leading and rich 
bulls, they are very liable to take hold of 
the Market and squeeze prices up. Septem- 
ber, October and November are iooked upon 
as ticklish deals in that market. 
A MODEL BUCKET-SHOP. 

The favor into which what is known as 
‘*bucket-shop’’ trading has grown of late is re- 
ally wondertul, and the amount of speculating 
that daily goes on in one of these institutions 
runs up somewhere in the neizhborhood of the 
daily option trading on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange.

Probability That an English Remount 
Officer Will be Stationed Here— 
The Indian Muie Batteries

Col. @. Swindley and Dr. J. H. Cox, the two 
oficers of the British Royal Artillery, who 
pave been busy here for the past ten days in 
puyiag mules for Exypt, left last night over 
theChicago and Alton. They spend a day or 
twoin the wicked city by the lake and thence 
travel via Niagara Falls to New York, where 
they hope to receive orders from the War Of- 
fcein London which will return them to St. 
Louis. It was the fortune of a PoST- DISPATCH 
reporter to strike them just before they leit 
St. Louis, andto spend several hours in their 
company about Broadway and those parts of 
the city where they have so assiduously labor- 
ed during the last few days. 

Both of these gontiemen appear to be especi- 
ally qualified for the work entrusted to them. 
They are singularly reticent, an admirable 
qualification for any one engaged or orderea to 
put his interest against that of Broadway, and 
with a savoir vivre which 


yet are endowed 

can only be acquired by afree rubbing up 
against mankind. The reports § given 
by representatives of other’ jour- 
nals of interviews with them have 
led to somewhat uufortunate results. Col. 


Swindley in particular 80 thoroughly believes 
that silence is golden that he has allowed his 
interlocutors to run ahead themselves,arid has 
scarcely cared to contradict their postulates, 
a course that has led Broadway into a perhaps 
somewhat costly error, In last Sunday’s 
Globe. Democrat an interviewer stated that a 
further order of 2,000 mules to the British Gov- 
ernment would bave to be filled forthwith, 
and, the bait being swallowed, Broadway 
straightened itself out and prepared for a cor- 
neria mules, a species of stock that will 
scarcely stand too long a holding.

A Model-Bucket Shop—The Crops of the 
West—Notes. 


There was another upward move in grain 
this morning and strength was prominent in 
the markets. This, it is claimed, is the 
natural reaction that follows such a heavy de- 
cline as lately took place in-corn. The opin- 
{On is advanced that corn is really in as bad 
Shape 48 was wheat during the last three 
monshs of last year, and just as liable to be 

‘cornered.’’ This is not to be in this market, 
as there is no line ot shorts out here to amount 
to anything, the shorts having pretty well cov- 
ered their sales when prices were down around 
536 to 52c. But in Chicago the shortage in corn 
is said to be something tremendous. During 
the recent decline the outside world were 
FP uring selling orders in there. The local 
crowd were bearish and selling heavily. Some 
one must have been buying this corn,and while 


itis notknown positively that there was any 
cencert of action among the hexvy buyers of 
Chicago, yet it is supposed that they did take 
in @ Vast amount at the low prices. There is 
no denying that the amount of old corn in the 
country is light, and it will pe severai months 
before corn will bein shapeto grade in that 
market. With the most tavorable weather for 
corn, it will probably be the latter part of No- 
veniber before new corn will grade No. 2 in 
Chicago and be ready to apply upon contracts. 
Hence it is claimed that, with the immense 
shortage there is in that market now, 
this corn has mostly gone into such men’s 
hands as Armour and other leading and rich 
bulls, they are very liable to take hold of 
the market and squeeze prices up. Septerm- 
ber, October and November are iooked upon 
as ticklish deals in that market. 
A MODEL BUCKET-SHOP. 

The favor into which what is known as 
‘*bucket-shop’’ trading has grown of late is re- 
ally wonderful, and the amount of speculating 
that daily goes on in one of these institutions 
runs up somewhere in the neizhborhood of the 
daily option trading on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange.

How Lawyers Grow Rich by Sharp Prac- 
tices—Some Samples. 


When a miserable shyster hanging around 
the Four Courts a few davs since was ex- 
posed and threatened with punishment for 
praclicing a small confidence game at the ex- 
pense of a poor woman, the natural inquiry 
was: "What has become of the Bar Association 
and its purifying machine, the Grievance 
Committee???’ 

That protective institution, the watch-dog 
of the bar’s honor, is dormant just now. It 
sleeps through the summer months of the 
long legal vacation, but its active members 
are not absent from town. Their energies 
are directed another way atthistime. Lively 
as fleas on the political path, the lawyers of 
standiog and of no standing are found every 
day eagerly discussing the situation and 


sounding the keynotes for the approaching 
campaign. Tbe crumbs of office are plentiful 
for the disciples of Blackstoue, with several 
vacancies to fill onthe bench in the fali, and 
to the feverish ambition which stirs the pro 

fession in the strugg'ie for the woolsack some 
may be disposea to attribute neglect of 
duties in connection with the bar’s 
dredging machine. But ‘there are 
other reasons for the Inactivity of the Bar 
A-sociation in the work of eradicating legal 
pests. A PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter svught 
ioforma'ion on this subj-ct of an old mem- 
ber of the association whose explanation may 
be given in substance as_ follows: 
‘For the present the public will 
not hear much of our work as prose- 
cutors of offending brethren. You see 
we went vigorously into that business a few 
years since. We brought two men to trial 
for unprofessional practices and secured 
their conviction, followed by sentence of dis- 
barment. In the one case tne trial lasted 
three weeks, and the expense: f prosecution 
Aas boroe by an assessment upon the mem- 
bers of the Bar Association. Some paid up, 
and some did not and have not paid 
tothisday ‘hat was a dampener upon the 
weeding-out process. Thuse prosecutions 
subj ected the association to a great deal vf 
criticism, and some of it, '00, came from a 
quarter little anticipated when the werk was 
uvdertaken.” 

**Who condemned the prosecutions?’’ 

“Weill, the daily newspapeis, or some of 
them, assumed that atthiude. The press 
clamored for the associativn to do its duty 
avd purify its ranks by exposure and prose- 
cutiou of disbonest. praciitioners. Then, 
whena notorious offender was brougnt to 
justice, it Was said that we were impeiied by 
uaWwerthy Motives, jealousy, and aii 
that kind of nonsesse. The offender 
tried to manufacture public sen iment in that 
di ection bv c pious pubiications in a one- 
horse evening sheet that he contrviled at the 
time.”? 

“But criticism has not deterred the associa- 
tion from the wo:k of suppressing shysters, 
bas ii 2??? ; 

‘*Not entirely. The case would have to be 
avery strong one, however, for the Griev- 
ance Committee, in the light of the 
past, to recommend any action looking ‘o 
prosecutivn In fact it is very delicate 
ground to tread without laving ourselves open 
to just criticism at times.” 

‘‘In what «ay do you mean?” 

‘*Well,ifwe were to commence operations to 
throttle unprofessional praciices at this bar, 
we sbould be met by difficulties on every 
side. It would be puzziipg to know where 
to druw the line. The littie confidence t:ick 
played at the Four Courts the other day was 
atrifing matter compared with the dis 
bonest practices of some mea at this bar who 
sail with colors of high repute and are 
heid up to the community as men of strict 
integriiy.” 

“That is asweeping assertion. You mean 
that the bigger confidence men at the bar 
play for bizher stakes than tbe pestiferous

Cour', etc.,you may find lawyers, passiog ui-

Family at Che!tenham Discovered Sick and
